REMARKS 

Claims 1-49, 52, 53, 56-58, 60-68 have been cancelled. Claims 50, 51, 54, 55, 
and 59 have been amended herein. Thus, claims 50, 51, 54, 55 and 59 are currently 
pending. 

The Examiner has objected to claims 50, 51, 54, 55, and 59 as being dependent on 
a rejected base claim, but indicated that these claims would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. The remaining claims (1-49, 52, 53, 56-58, 60-68) have been rejected by the 
Examiner. 

The Office Action has been carefully reviewed. Reconsideration of the grounds 
for the objection and rejections is respectfully requested in view of the amendments and 
remarks herein. 
Response to Office Action 

The applicants appreciate the Examiner's consideration of the claims and 
indication of allowable subject matter. As claims 1-49, 52, 53, 56-58, 60-68 have been 
cancelled, the rejections as to those claims are rendered moot. Claims 50, 51, 54, 55, and 
59 have been amended herein to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims, as suggested by the Examiner.
